Ohio, of John L Lewis, president of 
the United Mine Workers, and other 
union chiefs, with representatives of 
coal operators in the central competi- 
tive fields was looked upon as the final 
independent peace effort of the war 
ring factions. 
It was believed gen- 


erally here that, should the Cleveland 
conference fail 
President 
Harding 


would take some drastic action toward 
ending the tie-up of mines 


WILL, PAY FORMER WAGE 


Illinois operators were awaiting de- 


velopments on the meeting believing 
that acceptance of the proposal made 
by them Friday night would depend 
largely upon the outcome of the par- 
ley. 
The Illinois producers offered to 


pay the old wage scale and make it ef 
fective until March 31, 1923, leaving 
thp whole matter of wages and work- 
Ing conditions to a board of arbitra- 
tion made up of disinterested persons 
mutually agreed on or appointed by 
President Harding. 


ASK GOVERNORS AID 


Washington, D. C.—Governors of the 


various states were asked Saturday 
fey Federal Fuel Distributor Spencer 
to concur in the steps outlined by the 
federal government for the emergency 
distribution of coal 
Late letters sent 


to the governors Saturday by 
Mr 


Spencer carried the central commit- 
tee's plans and the the federal fuel dis- 
tribution form "number 50" to be used 
by state committee's in applying for 
emergency coal 


"If you have not already informed 


the Secretary of Commerce, Mr. Hoov- 
er, of your intention to comply with 
his wishes in the matter of the dis- 
tribution of fuel I presume you will 
do so," Mr Spencer told the governors, 
"and as the plan contemplates collab- 
oration between your state committee 
and my organization and in order that 
•we may work most effectively and that 
methods shall be as much alike as 
possible in all the states, I respectively 
request your concurrence in the steps 
•described which it seems to me, we 
must follow in our intercourse " 


Various forms were inclosed by the 


fuel distributor covering- the various 
details of coal allocation and the fed- 
eral plans as announced earlier m the 
week. 
Governors' committee were request- 


ed by Mr. Spencer to apply for coal 
produced in other states only through 
the federal fuel distributor at Wash 
Ington and not to order anv coal 
from federal fuel district committees 
nor producers outside of their own 
state 
"There Is no anthracite coal avail- 


able for distrubtion bv the '' federal 
fuel distributor," Mr. Spencer said 


"Application for emergency coal to 


the federal coal distributor should be 
made only for current use and not 
for storage 


"Application 
for 
emergency coal 


should be made only for the most es- 
sential purposes following the priority 
classes established by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission 


"Emergency coal supplied on these 


applications made to the federal fuel 
distributor will tie placed F O B rail- 
way cars at the mines at fair prices 
approved for the producing district 
by Secretary Hoover 


"It will be the endeavor of the fed 


era! fuel distributor to place orders 
for emergency coal in those districts 
from which the supply is most avail- 
able to the applicants "

consists of immediate suspension of 
all payments to German nationals for 
debts contracted with Frenchmen be- 
fore the war, both In France and Al- 
sace-Lorraine 
The offices in Paris 


and Strasburg: which were set up to 
liquidate these debts were notified to 
cease functioning at once and to pay 
no more German claims until further 
orders from the premier. 


The. initial measures also include 


the suspension of all further pay- 
ments to Germans for German proper- 
ty sequestered in France 
This prop- 


erty includes estates, villas, art collec 
tions. etc. 


The agreement at Braden, 
under 


which Germans were being 
compen- 


sated for the house furnishings, stocks 
bonds and cash left in Alsace and Lor- 
raiije also Is suspended 


SAFEGUARD INTERESTS 


It was explained at the foreign of 


flee that these first measures taken 
are not penalties, in 
the 
strictest 


sense of the word, but merely action 
to safeguard the French 
interests 


which have been jeopardized by the 
Germans refusing to pay 


If these measures fail to bring a sat 


isfactory settlement further and more 
severe measures, it was said, will be 
enforced. The nature of these is with- 
held pending the effect of the present 
action 
Official 
circles 
said

France now would await some move by 
Germany 


If Belgium and Great Britain, as 


has been indicated, desire to forego 
payments from Germany on the pri- 
vate debts due their nationals this will 
have no effect upon the French posi-

Reuter Puts Business 


Methods In City Hall 


Business methods in city administra- 


tion is the policy that Mayor Henry 
Reuter 
has apparently 
chosen to 


adopt. One of the first things he did 
on assuming office last spring was to 
nterest himself in the bookkeeping 
system and the keeping of city hall 
records. 


A study if these matter* convinced 


him that several changes were needed 
and at once he instituted new records 
and books especially in the matters 
of Insurance on public buildings and 
of the various city boards and com- 
missions. 


The investigator can now know at 


a glance 
how much 
insurance has 


been written on every piece of city 
property, the companies insuring and 
the date of -sxpiration. It was learned 
that the insurance on nearly all build- 
ings was much too low and that the 
city was not propertly protected. Al- 
though the city hall, for instance, was 


covered by seven policies, the total 
amount of insurance on this building 
was only $7,000. Other property was 
not Insured at all. The mayor there- 
fore requested an investigation of'the 
whole situation and the council ap- 
pointed a committee to do this. The 
insurance was then increased about 
60 per cent, raising the amount on all 
city property to $102,500. 


Similar investigation was started 


at the mayor's request of the matter 
of boards and commissions, the code 
governing their functions, the per- 
sonnel and the dates of expirations. 
In one board, it was learned, there 
had been no records kept since 1918 
and in others it was difficult to learn 
whose terms had expired. 
Appoint- 


ments were delayed as a rasult. In 
another board there seemed to have 
been seven expirations m one year. 
Under ths system of records intro- 
duced by Mr. Reuter such tangles are 
practically impossible.

REGULATING MOTOR BUSSES 
The city council is considering an or- 


dinance for regulation of motor busses 
•which operate on the streets of Appleton. 
Many other Wisconsin cities, in -which bus 
lines constitute a program hare had sim- 
'ilar ordinances for months and courts 
have held that cities have a legal right to 
'xegulate bus companies if they use the 
•cities' streets as their places of doing 
business. 
1 
The ordinance proposed here is far 


(from drastic. 
It prohibits busses from 


•operating on the city's streets without the 
'council's concent, fixes a license fee. pro- 
Tides the busses shall not operate on Col- 
lege avenue, between Appleton and Morri- 
son streets and on Oneida street be- 
tween "Washington and Lawrence streets 
and 
instructs 
bus 
companies com- 


peting with electric lines to change their 
schedules so they will leave their terminal 
15 minutes before the scheduled street 
car leaving time. Surely no one can find 
fault with this proposed ordinance on the 
ground that it is too harsh. 


The council has adopted ordinances 


•which give it the right to refuse permis- 
sion to street peddlers to use the streets in 
their trade and to exact a license. When 
permission is granted, therefor it cannot 
be argued that this ordinance is discrimin- 
atory. 
The public highways are the 


"right-of-way" for the bus lines as pub- 
lic carriers and it is no more than right 
that they should be compelled to pay for 
at least a part of the cost of maintaining 
the streets they use. Street car and rail- 
road companies are obliged to pay the en- 
tire cost of maintaining their tracks and 
right of way. 


Barring motor busses from the corner 


of College avenue and Oneida street and a 
block on each side will go a long way to- 
ward relieving the congestion in that 
place. There are some cities in which 
busses are obliged to remain off from "a 
number of congested street^ and courts 
have held these regulations to be reason- 
able and effective. 


The clause compelling bus lines running 


parallel with the street car lines to change 
their schedules to leave 15 minutes ahead 
of street cars is prompted by a spirit of 
fair play to the traction company and a 
desire to give Appleton people better 
transportation 
service. As long as the 


street cars and busses "both operate on the 
same schedule Appleton only has half hour 
service to Neenah. Kaukauna and inter- 
niediate points. 
If the busses leave 15 


minutes earlier than the street cars the 
city will have 15 minute service to those 
cities. 


The traction company has spent years 


in building up its business and educating 
the people that they can have transpor- 
tation service at the times its ears are 
scheduled to leave the terminal. 
It is 


only fair that the company be permitted 
to get the benefit of the trade it has 
worked up. especially in view of the fact 
that it pays a portion of the cost of main- 
, taining the streets which it uses. 


The council will do well if it adopts 


this ordinance regulating motor busses. 
It is the council's duty to protect the in- 
terests of the city and its taxpayers and 
this can be done by so ordering the city's 
affairs so that there will as little friction 
aft-possible and services rendered the peo- 
ple will be adequate. 


BALFOUR'S DEBT NOTE 


The note discussing the allied debts, ad- 


dressed by Lord Balfour. acting foreign 
secretary of the British 
cabinet, to 


Prance, Italy, Jugo-Slavia, Roumania, 
Portugal and Greece, is undoubtedly in- 
tended for careful consideration by the 
United States. Issued on the eve of the 
conference to be held in London by Lloyd 


Premier Poincare and the repre- 


' r 


sentatives of Italy and Belgium, it is no 
doubt hoped that the considerations of 
that conference will be influenced by it. 
"\Yliile he 
acknowledges the right of 


America, under the conditions of the loan, 
to ask for the funding of the debt that is 
owing by Great Britain, and the payment 
of the interest on it. Lord Balfour indi- 
cates that in complying with such a de- 
mand' the British policy of scaling down 
the German reparations and cancelling the 
interallied debts would be made difficult, 
if not impossible. 


The policy of not demanding payment 


of 
international debts, Lord Balfour 


holds, "is only tolerable so long as it is 
generally accepted." and it is not right 
that one partner in a common enterprise 
•''should recover all she has lent and that 
another, while recovering nothing, should 
be required to pay all she 'has borrowed.'' 
The obvious deduction to be reached JTOIU 
the note is that, if the United States re- 
quires Great Britain to pay its war debts, 
Great Britain must require other coun- 
tries to pay their war debts to Great Bri- 
tain. 
That Lord Balfour should expect 


any such general settlement to be brought 
about seems unlikely. More probably it 
i% his purpose to concentrate interna- 
tional attention on the huge national com- 
mitments and to try to reach a new, defi- 
nite and helpful understanding concern- 
ing them.

the sea to save European civilization. For 
this help it has asked nothing either in 
the way nf territory or indemnity. In- 
deed, the whole pffort was a free and gen- 
erous contribution to the welfare of the 
world.

for a further contribution of about $10,-

Whether this will even- 


tually be made will depend on circum- 
stances and developments that must be 
carefully considered.

THE FARMER'S DOLLAR 


America's farm crops this year are 


roughly estimated at $12.000.000,000, 
with a probability that the total value 
will he more. The money paid to the 
farmers for what they raise will be n.'v^l 
in liquidating loans, erecting or repairing 
buildings, buying machinery, implements 
and merchandise. No inconsiderable part 
of it may find its way into the pockets of 
'the automobile manufacturers, if the 
farmers have sufficient surplus, because 
they have romp to the realization that :i 
motor car is almost essential on the farm. 
The Wall Street Journal says: 


"If the average farm price of crops ?nd 


livestock in 1921 be compared with the 
wholesale price of all other commodities 
it will be found that the purchasing pow- 
er of the farmers" dollar was ah«pgt 67 
cents. In other word5;, it would take one 
dollar's worth of farm products to buy 
67 cents' worth of other coramoditips. 
The individual farmer's return is never 
larger. 
«ff a return on the value of the 


land be excluded, his wage for his labor, 
risk and management averages less 1han 
$500 a year 
Consequently, when 1hat 


wage shrinks in purchasing power, the 
effect on business is quickly felt as it was 
in 1920 and 1921.'' 


It is estimated that the lowesr point in 


farm purchasing power was during the 
close of 1921 when the buying value of 
the farmer's dollar fell to 62 cents. There 
has been improvement since then in the 
price of farm products, and another im- 
portant "thing to take into consideration is 
1hat this year's crops are being produced 
at less cost than formerly. Commodity 
prices have responded to upward tenden- 
cies, just as farm products have become 
more valuable, thus the farmer's dollar 
is not worth quite as much as it was sev- 
eral months ago. The "Wall Street Jour- 
nal thinks the present purchasing value 
of the farm dollar is about 72 cents. 


The farmer was hard hit, it is pointed 


out. when he raised crops, at the peak of 
inflation and was forced to sell them when 
deflation was well under way. 
He was 


the first hit and also the hardest, hit be- 
cause fommotlity prices did not begin to 
fall until the prices of farm products had 
reached new low levels. 
Eventually, 


however, these things right themselves. 
The farmer has about decided not to be 
sorry for himself any longer. His condi- 
tion is not yet ideal, but it is much im- 
proved..

"titles of degrees," but not real de- 
grees.

offer, Cambridge is proposing to treat

Jews and Nonconformists, whom also 
It tried to satisfy with the titular de- 
gree until Parliament stepped in and 
compelled the University to abolish Its 
discriminations of creed. 


Cambridge might have 
continued 


for some time to spin more or less 
fantastic schemes for women students, 
were it not that Oxford has mean- 
time acted. Oxford 
has 
admitted 


women freely to its degrees and Uni- 
versity membership. 
At Oxford the 


wliole question is finally and cheerful 
ly settled. 
But the wisdom of Ox- 


ford has caused discomfort at Cam 
bridge and Cambridge 
women are 


"feeling- the •. draught." 
The pioneer 


women's college* at Cambridge are 
placed for the first time at a great 
disadvantage. For the oake of their 
foundars, for the sake of their stud 
ents, past, present and to come, they 
cannot possibly let the matter rest 
where it now i*. Their whole pres 
tige. all that they value, is at stake. 
Consequently, were the members of 
the Cambridge Senate to refuse worn 
en equal rights and again, the agita- 
tion could only become more embitter- 
ed end prolonged.

self undertaken to explain his plan 
In detail.

answers some of the problems that 
have arisen in the discussion of the 
three plans proposed

He^-e isvMr. Richard's letter: 
"Street Names Editor: 
Numerous 


requests have reached me for a fur- 
ther explanation of my.system of re- 
raming the streets of Appleton and I 
welcome the opportunity of again be 
ing able to say something on behalf 
of the stret naming problem now be 
fore the citizens of Appleton. It is 
gratifying to know that so many peo- 
ple are taking the proper interest in 
this matter and that they are realiz 
Ing the seriousness of the step to be 
taken, as a change of street names 
means as much to the future of Ap- 
pleton as it does to the present, and 
-cannot be given too much 
serious 


consideration.

100 NUMBERS TO BLOCK 


"That 'the number system 
should 


tie adopted on the basis of 100 to the 
block I believe is a settled 
matter 


and needs no further argument, and 
as to the changing of the names of 
the streets, I view that Important 
problem from two angle? 


"First: If the city does not care to 


consider a complete change and de- 
sires only to remedy certain promin. 
ent deficiencies in the method now in 
use, then I would without question re- 
commend the changes 
proposed by 


Mr. \Veisgerber, the city engineer, as 
he has recommended efficient reme- 
dies to supply the present prominent 
deficiencies 


"Second- 
If the citv will make a 


complete change, which apparently is 
favored by many 
citizens, 
then I 


would say that the change should be 
one which is systematic, methodical, 
practical 
and 
simple to understand 


and use bv both citizen and stranger 


"Bearing 
those 
requirements 
in 


mind, I have worked 
out a plan 


which embodies the above essentials 
and which wa« 
published in 
the 


T^jst-Crescent some months ago. 


"To review the plan. I proposed to 


use as a measuring unit the intcrsec 
tion of College Avenue and Oncida 
Street, and to use those two streets 
as east and west and north and south 
base lines, considering 
that Oneida. 


Pearl and Lake Streets will bear one 
name in common. All east and we«t 
streets north of College avenue, would 
be 
changed to numbered 
avenues, 


such as First Avenue, Second Avenue 
etc.; all cast and west streets south of

Street. Second Street, etc. Therefore, 
anybody would know from the names 
of these streets ho

"The north and south streets west 


cf Oneida Street would be changed 
to named avenups and arranged nl 
phabetically. that is. the first street 
west of Oneida Street would be an 
avenue

"Here I wish to call particular at- 


tention to the fact that, with his ar- 
rangement, one has the same oppor- 
tunity Of knowing how far a named 
etreet is from a certain point as ctie 
Is so many blocks from a certain point 
has in knowing that a numbered street 
by the very name of the street. To il 
lustrate 
this point, have the nams 


Flower-st located under this system 
It would be ea'sy to determine that this 
etreet was six blocks east of Oneida 
Street, likewise Fern Avenue would bs 
six blocks west of Oneida Street. Sixth 
Avenue would be six blocks north of 
College 
Avenue 
and 
Sixth Street 


would be six blocks so^th of College 
Avenue. This example will Illustrate 
the unity of ths system. 


AVOID CONFUSION 


"The words. North, South, East 


and West will be used in connection 
with giving a street address and will 
bo used only once in each address, 
such as East Third Avenue, North 
Fern Avsnue, etc. I believe that the 
use of more than one 4'rect'on in 
connection with a street address will 
be the cause of considerable confu- 
sion to be citizens and would be the 
source of numerous complications. 


"As another example, take my resi- 


dence location. I live at number 540 
Locust street, being in the second 
block south of College Avenue. What 
chance 
has 
anyone who does not 


know where Locust Street is to find 
that street? In what part of town 
would a person start to look? There 
is nothing to indicate in what direc- 
tion this street runs, no way exists 
in knowing how far it may be from 
the osnter of town or from any other 
street, etc. In other words, it means 
to inquire and wander along until 
you find that street. 


"Compare the above situation with 


that same street and number under 
my system and you will observe the 
elimination of all of the above diffi- 
culties. The said street and number 
would presumably be known as num- 
ber 250 South Harriman Avenue. Any 
person who knew the four basic rules 
of the systam could locate that num- 
ber without making any inquiries be- 
cause he would know by the named 
Avenue that it was a north and south 
street and located west of Oneida 
street. He would know that when he 
saw Gilmore Avenue on the sign post 
on his way west, that the next street 
would be Harriman Avenue and that 
he had but one more black to go, and 
by the number and word south he 
would know that the place was in the 
second block south of College Avenue 
or between First and Second streets. 


"The locating of a street and num 


her is an affair which occurs thous- 
ands of times daily in this city and 
the difficulties set out in the above 
illustration are similarly experienced 
dailv by hundreds 
of citizens, say

"It has been shown that the fire de- 


partmsnt. 
police 
department, mail 


clerks and carriers, delivery men, taxi 
drivers etc , are experiencing serious 
difficulties under the way our streets 
are now named and numbered which 
is sufficient evidence to show that a 
change should be made, and I am 
frank in saying that a complete and 
systematic change is the only change 
which can possibly remedv. all the 
ddily difficulties experienced' by busi- 
ness men. and people in all walks of 
life, imposing upon them, not only 
mental hardships but loss of time and 
money as well as an obstacle to the 
standard of business efficiency.

my system Is, that there will b* no 
intersections of two numbered street* 
or-of two named streets, all Intersec- 
tions will be that of a named and num- 
bered street. 
So, no one can say 


that they live on the corner of First 
Avenue and First Street, or the like. 


Another aid In carrying- out 
this 


system is the effective erection of 
street signs, as for instance, when a 
person is going north 
looking 
for 


Tenth Avenue he will be able to note 
his progress in seeking his destination 
as he passes from orie block to the 
other and in seeking 
the 
named 


streets, the street signs will assist in 
showing the alphabetical progression 
of those streets. 


A further advantage to be derived 


from this system is,- that when a num- 
ber of a street to given, one can tell be- 
tween what two streets that number 
is located without much thought. For 
instance, 300 North Appleton Avenue 
would be between Second and Third 
Avenue, likewise. 400 East First Ave- 
nue would be between Clark and Dil- 
lon streets. 


PICK SUITABLE NAMES 


The names which I have at 
any 


time used were employed only to Il- 
lustrate my point and should not b« 
interpreted that I wanted such names 
used. 
The matter of selecting names 


for the named streets does in no way 
interfere with the application of my 
system and I maintain that the matter 
of naming such streets should be left 
to the council or to the people them- 
selves. 
As a matter of fact, it will 


he through my system that proper 
and fitting names can be given 
to 


these stteets. 
The historical names 


which we now have can be preserved 
and such historical names and iHus- 
trative names which we should have 
can be used, therefore, from my stand- 
point, there should be no cause for 
alarm in that respect. 


My entire system is based on four 


simple elements: 
(1) All Numbered 


Avenues are north of College Avenue: 
(2) All Numbered Streets are South 
of College Avenue: (3) All Named Ave- 
nues are west of Oneida Street; f4) All 
Named Streets are east of 
Oneida 


Street. 


The above four points are all that 


anyone needs to know to carry out 
the system effectively, and if 
the 


same is properly analyzed, it will not 
look so difficult as it might first ap- 
pear. 
One can easily visualize the 


system by drawing a few lines 
on 


paper to represent streets, and then 
by applying the four elelhents, the 
simplicity together with the benefits 
to be derived will quickly be realized.
